outstanding at the present time more 
than $474,800,000, so that the amount of 
free, or unpledged silver dollars ig - re- 
duced to about $7,000,000. 

Demand for Smail Notes.

ver certificates was very meagre. The 
treasury had outstanding seme thirty 
millions in denominatfons of 10s’, 20's, 


50's, 100’s, 500’s, and 1,000’s, held mainly 
as legal reserve, not only by national 
banks, but by state banks and = trust 
companies. he national banks, in their 
great. anxiety to supply their customers- 
were obliged to empty their vaults of 
silver certificates of even five-dollar de- 
nominations, and send therm to the treas- 
ury for exchange into one’s and two's. 


Outstanding Silver Certificates. 


In regard to outsanding silver certifi- 


cates, Treasurer Treat said:

Sub-Treasury System Considered. 

Mhe subtreasury system was one of the) 
most important matters dealt with in 
Mr. Treat's notable address. Along this 
line he said: 

“While some of the criticlsms against 
the subtreasury system may have @ basis 
in fact, yet it must not be forgotten that 
since Andrew Jackson's day, not only 
have the monetary affairs of the coun- 
try been conducted on a colossal scale, 
but the system and methods of banking 
Have: utilized the great Inventions of the 
telezgraphh and. telephone, whereby trans- 
fers by wire of enormous sums of money 
from the great business centers of 
country are managed as easily and more 
safely than the transfers of money by 
messengers from one bank to another in 
the large cities. This, of course, could 
mot heve been foreseen in his day. it 
was only recently that the government, in |

at San Francisco more than $40,000,000 
in sums of $100 to $3,000,000, at an ex- 
pense of not more than $1.35 for each tel- | 
egram directing such transfer, regardiess | 
of the amount. Had not the government 
these Immense sums at its disposal, these 
accommodations could not be had. 

‘The ordinary transfers of money from 
the different seubtreasuries of the United 
States average about $29,638,034, an- 
nually, to which must be added the trans- 
fers from San Francisco $15,738,074, and 
the extraordinary deposits made on ac- 
count of the San Francisco disaster of 
$39,820,739.44. 

“Such transfers are not only made in 
the daily routine of business, but in great 
exigencies, where incipient panics arise, 
enormous sums of money have been de- 
posited in one subtreasury for the use -of 
banks located near another subtreasury 
whereby in a fe whours millions of money 
could be made available for the payment 
of sums demanded by scared and impa- 
tient depositors. 

"Two years ago, when a panic was 
threatened in St.Louis among strong and 
notable institutions, the fear of capital- 
ists throughout the country was that 
the uneasiness might spread throughout 
the large centers and produce 4 general 
feeling of distrust, thus precipitating a 
run for deposits on. other banking Iinstitu- 
tions. A few bold, strong capitalists in 
New York caHed each other up on the 
telephone, and suggested that a pool be 
formed to.pledge support to the St. Louis 
banks to the extent of $10,000,000, and 
thet a pert of the amount be qeposited at 
once in the subtreasury at New York for 
the use of banks in St. Louls. Millions 
of money were tmmediately made avail- 
able in St. Louis, and the feeling of un- 
rest among the depositors was thereby 
quelled.” 

Treasury’s Reserve Resources. 

Mr. Treat closed his address by re- 
ferring to the reserve resources of the 
treasury and said: , 

“The accumulation of more than $300,- 
000,000 In the United States mint at San 
Francisce—caused by receiving deposits 
of the product of mines of the Pacific 
etates, including Alaska, also deposits 
of large sums of gold from Australia” 
and benking centers of the Orient—en- 
abled the government, through its trans- 
fer system, to lend incalkculabie aid to 
the people of San Francisco during the 
recent earthquake disaster. The saving 
from destruction of the United States 
mint seemed providential, for otherwise 
the large remittances would have had 
to be sent by express at enormous cost 
‘and delay. Too much credit cannot be 
given to Mr. F. A. Leach, superintendent | 
of the mint, and his brave and daring 
associates who saved the mint from de- 
gtruction. Had not Mr, Leach insisted on 
having two artesian wells and a good 
fire equipment on the premises the 
buliding would have been ruined. The 
subtreaeury building, that held more | 
than $30,000,000, was completely destroy- 
ed by earthquake and fire, and no re- | 
lief could be had from that source. It) 
was more than two weeks before the | 
vaulte would be permitted to be opened, 
for fear of internal combustion that 
might destroy the paper money (hat was | 
on deposit. Fortunately, on May 28, the | 
vaults were opened, and every. dollar | 
of paper money and coin was tound in- 
tact.”
